medals reprefent the alegorical figure Hope, with the 
emblem proper, ftanding ona rugged rock, with an 
olive branch in her right hand, and fupporting, by her 
left arm, the profile of Lord Nelfon, on a medallion, 
to which fhe is poi:iing with her fore finger.—Hope is 
crowned with oak and. laurels, and the motto to the 
medallion is * Europe’s Hope, and Britain’s Glory.” 
Thefe words exprefs the real feelings of the furrounding 

nations, and the boalt of this happy ifland. 

The reverfe reprefents the French fleet at anchor in 
the bay of Aboukir, and tie Britith flect advancing to 
the attack ; the fortified iflands in the enemy’s van, the 
four frigates that were moored within the line to cover 
their fiank, and che gun-buats near the iflands ; the fet- 
ting fun, the coaft of Egypt, the mouth of the Nile, 
and the caftle of Aboukir.

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EAST INDIA HOUSE, 

Yefterday a General Court of Proprietors of Eatt 
India Stuck was held at the Compahy’s Houfe. The 
chair was taken at 12 o'clock, after which the chairman 
informed the Court that an application was immediately 
to be made to Parliament. for a bill to put the marine 
belonging to the Company on a fimilar footing with its 
army. 

The dividend for the laft half year was declared at 
Sx per cent. 

The Court proceeded to the confideration of the pa- 
pers refpecting illicit trade. 

Mr Davip Scorr rofe and faid, that he had wifhed 
it might be fpecial for the purpole of decidiag: more 
properly upon the enormity of the charges tha£ were 
brought againft him. He would not ftoop to aiiy thing 
like recrimination againit bis ‘accufers ; he only came 
there to defend himfelf, and he thought the properett 
ftep he could take, was to call on his con{tituents to 
determine the queilion concerning his character. 

Mr Curstowm faid, he had read over all the printed 
papers, in which he not only did not fee any thing that 
could jultify the charges againit Mr David Scott, but 
was convinced that the papers were fuilicient to acquit 
him thoroughly ; and, as he conceived that his acquittal 
ought to be as public as the accufation that had been 
made again{t him, he would conclude by moving a fhost 
refolution :— 

“* Refolved, that it does not appear to the fatisfac- 
tion of this Court, from the papers printed for their 
conftituents, that it was neceflary to include the name 
of David Scott, fen. in any bill of difcovery, but as the 
Court of Direétors haye thought proper, at the requcit 
of Mr Scott himfelf (although not confiftent with the 
refoluion of the laft General Courtt), to prepare a bill 
including his name, and to fubmit the fame to his Ma- 
jelty’s Attorney General, this Court do aequiefce there- 
in. But they think it incumbent upon them to declare, 
that they do not fee, from thefe papers, the {mallet 
reafon to fufpeé&t Mr Scort of having betrayed any con- 
fidential knowledge which he poffefled as a member of 
the Secret Committee, or any part of his duty as a 
Director of this Company, or of having any perfonal 
knowledge of the fhip Helfinger, nor of tranfactions re- 
Jative to the trade of the houfe of D. Scott and Co. 
and that they entirely concur with the Court of Direc- 
tors in acquitting him of all perfonal imputation.” 

Mr LusuinGron faid, he rofe to oer the mo- 
tion, although he did not think it went far enough ; be- 
caufe he conceived there was no ground whatever for 
filing a bill of difcovery againft Mr Scott. He under- 
{tood the charges againft this gentleman to be thofe of 
his having (as a partner of the houfe of David Scott, 
jun. and Co.) carried on an illicit trade to the Eait In- 
dies, by fending out Englifh goods, which were firft 
carried to.Copenhagen, and from thence fent to India 
as Danith property) ‘That he had given fecret intelli- 
gence of an intended expedition again{t Manilla to the 
Spaniards, whu were at war with this country ;_ and al- 
fo {applied them with goods and ftores. It did not ap- 
pear from the papers, that there was a fingle at impu- 
ted to the houfe of David Scott and Co. but aéts of a- 
gency ; which it was the bufinefs of Government to 
encourage, in order that the manufactures of the coun- 
try might be exported to the greateft extent poflible.— 
If this, therefore was the fact, on what ground could 
this houfe be charged with carrying on an illicit trade, 
when the parties were not owners but agents, acting for 
perfons at Copenhagen. 

There was only one perfon on whofe evidence the 
whole of thofe charges were founded. This was the 
man who failed in the thip, and who had falfely charged 
the Captain with murder, becaufe he r give him 
a fum of money. - After the thip in queftion had been 
carried into Manilla by the Spaniards, this man firft 
faid that the cargo was Danifh property ; he afterwards 
{wore it was Britifh, and belonged to D. Scott and 
Co. Every circum(tange went to fhew that this was a 
perjured man; yet he was the only evidence againft 
Mr Scott. With refpec&t to the charge of communica- 
tiny intelligence to the enemy, it was admitted in the 


papers hefore the Court that the Captain of the fhip | 


had picked up an Englifh newfpaper fomewhere, in 
which it was {tated that an expedition was preparing 
againft Manilla. It. was neceflary that the Court on 
that day fhould not only acquit Mr Scott, but annihi- 
late all the proceedings againit him. It muft {trike the 
Attorney-General, who intended to file a bill of difco- 
very, than an agent was not anfwerable for the future 
deftination of goods. 

Mr Eveuinstone faid, that no man in this country 
could aét as an agent in fending out property that was 
intended for the Eaft Indies; nor could he lawfully 
fend goods to any other country, knowing they were 
afterwards to be fent to the Eaft Indies. This would 
be found to be the opinion of the firft lawyers in this 
country. 

After fome debate, the motion was put and carried 
unanimoufly. 

Mr Davin Scott then declared, that although be- 
fote this decifion he had felt himfelf perfectly at eafe in 
his own mind, yet the juftice which the Court had done 
to his charaéter and injured reputation, made an impref- 
fion on him which he fhould never forget.

They bring intelligence of the further fuccefsful pro- 
grefs of the‘allies. In Switzerland the Archduke has 
corpelled Maffena to-evacuate his pofition in front of 
Zurich. ‘The account of this important event is con- 
tained in the following official letter :— | 

LETTER FROM HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE ARCH- 

DUKE CHARLES. 
Imperial Royal Head-quarters at Kloten, June 6. 

In the night of the 28th ult. the enemy retreated en- 
tirely behind the Glatt. The advanced guard of my 
left wing was potted before Bafferfdorff, and that of the 
tight before Bulach. 

On the 4th inft. I. advanced with the army over the 
Glatt, and the enemy were driven back on the fame 
day as far as their entrenched camp before Zurich, and 
my out-polts took ftation within a mufket fhot of the e- 
nemy’s redoubts. 

On the sth of June I reconnoitred the pofition of the 
enemy, {trong both by nature and art, and made pre- 
parations to {lorm their entrenchments the next mor- 
ning by day-break. But the enemy would not wait 
that event, and Jail night they left their entrenched po- 
fition with fych precipitancy, as to leave behind 36 
pieces of cannon and 15 ammunition waggons. 

This day, about noon, the enemy likewife abandoned 
the city of Zurich ; and are making their retreat by Li- 
math towards Baden, where they feem to colleét the 











main body of their army. Cuarues. 


HAMBURGH NAIL. 
VIENNA—-JUNE 5. 

Ovr Court Gazette of this day contains two molt 
important Supplements Extraordinary, announcing the 
farther movement of the Imperial armies in Italy and 
Switzerland, befides the furrender of the citadele of 
Ferrara, the taking of Ravenna, capture ef ‘Turin, the 
capital of Piedmont, and the blockade of that citadel 
by General Vukassovich. 

FIRST SUPPLEMENT EXTRAORDANARY "TO THE VI- 
ENNA COURT GAZETTE, MONDAY, JUNE 5: 

The Fistt Lieutenant Deferitzki, of the regiment of 
Nauendorf, has brought hither the General of, Artillery 
Baron Kray’s report of the capture of the citadel of 
Ferrara, which took place on the 23d May. 

Major-General Count Klenau mentions in“his report, 
that having vainly endeavoured when he took poffeihon 
of the city to obtain alfo of the evacuation of the cita- 
del, a fine regula® pentagon, richly fupplied with artil- 
lery, ammunition, and provifions, he found himfelf in- 
duced to charge Colonel Orefkovich to get provitorily 
two batteries raifed by Captain Victora of the artillery, 
which work, owing to the efforts and activity dilplayed, 
was finifhed in the night of the 22d. 

On the 23d, at three o’clock in the morning, the e- 
nemy had already evacuated the city, whither Count 
Klenau fent the light battalion of Bach as garrifon.— 
At eight o’clock in the morning Count Kienau fum- 
moned the Commandant of the fortrefs to furrender, 
but received a negative anfwer. 

But the batteries being quite ready, and the artillery 
and ammunition having been conveyed into them at 
day-breatt, General Count Klenau ordered bombs and 
howitzer fhells to be thrown, into the citadel. ‘T'wo 
magazives of the fortrefs having caught fire, the com- 
mandant was fummoned a fecond time, and after fome 
dilatory anfwers, the flag of truce came about nine 
o’clock in the evening, with propofals of capitulation, 
which, after fome inter-negotiation, was concluded at 
one o’clock in the morning. 

In hombarding the fortrefs, the enemy’s fire killed 
two privates of the artillery, and an artificer. 

On the 24th, in the morning, the copies of capitula- 
tion were refpeétively exchanged, hoftages delivered up, 
and one hour afte: wards the gate oi Socorfo occupied. 

There was found in the fortrefs feventy-two quite 
new brafs cannons, with their aimmunition, and fix 
months provifions. The field-repofitery medicines is 
eltimated at 1,500,000 French livres. 

General Klenau, here praifes Colonel Oreskovich, 
Captain Victora, and the Firlt Lieutenant Cantori, of 
the 2d regiment of artillery, the two latter of whom, 
not only advanced the ftructure of their batteries 120 
feet from the covered way, but by their fill and_ bra- 
very alfo fet fire to the enemy’s magazines, and forced 
them by fo doing to rhis fudden furrender. 

General Count Klenau be!tows particular praife upon 
Lieuteaant-Colonel Skall, who joined him as voluntari- 
ly as unexpectedly, and ia whom he found both an able 
engineer, a yood officer of artillery, and an experienced 
negociator. 

[Here follows the capitulation, consisting of 14 articles.] 

The French garrifon made prifoners of war for fix 
months, who marched out of the citadel of Ferrara by 
means of the abovementioned capitulation, confilts of 
1525 men. 

Befides ammunition of every fort, there have been 
found.in the place 500,000 infantry cartridges, and 
many others of various kinds, 5214 cwt. of gun-powder, 
with a va(t quantity of arms, implements of fiege, thip 
gun-cartridges, anchors, cables, and naval flores of 
every kind, which require along time to be minutely 
detailed. 

At the fame time that,this operation was carried on 
againft Ferrara, an expedition was refolved again(t Ra- 
venna, and left to the execution of the fist Lieutenant 
Grill, of Stuart’s. eal 

According to the report made by the latter on the 
26th to General Kray, he embarked on the 24th with 
four companies of Stuart’s, and entered on the 25th 
Rorto di Goro. ~ 
On the 26th he landed at Porto Primaro his troops, 
two 3 pounders, and a tumbril, having apprifed of it 
the Commander of the flotilla, Pooz, and Jacobi, the 
chief of the infurgents, at Cammachio. 

The orders for attacking Ravenna were given as fol- 
lows: Major Pocz was obliged to enter the canal of 
Ravenna, with his flotilla, and his failors, and by fo 
doing fupport the attack upon Ravenna. 

Lieutenant Grill marched firaight by Pozzuolo againft 
Ravenna, with three companies and his two pieces of 
cannon ; the infurgent troops, confifting of 300 infantry 
he made march, at the fame time, from St Alberto a- 
gainft Ravenna. 

At his approach the enemy fhut the gates, and de- 
fended themfelves ; but they were foon forced open, and 
after fome fhort refiftance, the enemy retreated by the 
gate towards Lugo; on their flight they loft one piece 
of cannon, one tumbril, a perfon calling himfelf a 
Lieutenant-Colonel, an Officer, and about 100 prifoners, 
whofe number will be foon increafed by thofe who {hall 
be found concealed in the houfes. 

Major Pooz, according to Lieut. Grill’s teftimony, 
was very ative in the landing, and foon after the forcing 
open the gates, he came to our fupport with 60 armed 
failors. 

The General of Artillery, Keay, in order to fupport 
the expedition likewife from Ferrara, detached a fqua- 
dron of huffars and two companies of infantry, as ad- 
vanced guard, and one battalion of light infantry, as a 
fupport againft Ravenna, which, though it be not a 
place of ftrength, fays General Keay, but only a town 
furrounded with walls, yet its being thus furprized and 
occupied, covers and fecures the whole road along the 
coalt, and the fubfiltence of the troops in the province 
of Ferrara. 

General Melas announces, of 21ft May from Candia 
—that after three hard marches, three divifions, befides 
the Imperial Rufhan troops under the command of Gen. 
Forfter, entered the camp between Langafco and ‘Can- 
dia, on the Seflia, where the Ruflian General Rofenberg 
was already ftationed with the reft of his troops, and u- 
nited with General Vukaffovich, occupied the two 
{trong points of Valenza and Caffale. 

From this pofition the farther operations againft the 
enemy will, according to circumitances, be direéted 
either againit ‘Turia or Afti.

The truth of the former part of this reflection I 
fully experienced on occafion of a vifit, which I lately 
made to a friend, not many miles weft from Kidin- 
burgh 5 where, in the courfe of converfation, I learped 
that ther€ was in his neighbourhood a poor man, who 
had compofed a variety of poems,’ which wWep@afuc 
admired by his ruftic friends and acqdaiatuneés,/,\ This 
naturally excited a curiofity in‘me to fee the. author ; 
and having kad fome converfation with him, and heard 
him repeat feveral of thofe produ@ions, in his own na- 
tive fimplicity, I hazard an opinion that he poffedles the 
fire of poetry in no mean degree. 

The perfon to whom 1 have thus alluded is James 
THomson in Kenleith, who, tho’ conftantly engaged 
from morning to night in the laborious employment of 
a common country weaver, {till finds leifure to culti- 
vate the mufe—fuch is the irrefiltible impulfe of genius, 
even tho’ borne down by the iron hand of poverty.— 
He has as yet remained almoft totally unknown be- 
yond the village where he lives, and his poetical talent 
has hitherto ferved no other, purpofe than merely to 
cheer a life of toil, and to affor® amufement and in- 
{truction to the humble circle of his intimates, who are 
fond of crowding around him on an evening, to hear 
him recite his entertaining rhymes. It unfortunately 
but too often happens, that men of this defcription are 
idle, and frequently profligate » it became Of courfe pro- 
per in me to enquire what character THomson bore a- 
mong thofe who knew him. ‘The refult of this enquiry 
gave me much fatisfaction, as I was aflured from the 
moft refpectable aurhority, that he is univerfally efteem- 
el in his line, and confidered as a fober, induftrious, 
well-behaved man.—As to the extent of his knowledg:, 
he can read, but except the great book of nature, his 
ftudies have been almolt wholly confined to the Scoxtifh 
poets Ramsay and Fercuson, and a part of Buns. 
—He infornied me, that his education as to writing 
confilted of no more than.a “* quarter’s fchooling,” and 
of courfe in that he-can be no great proficient. 

I annex for you a little poem, as a fpecimen of his 
verfes.—A {tory has gone among the peafants, I be- 
lieve for a century palt, that a gentleman’s feat in that 
neighbourhood is haunted by a gholt, who, to ufe the 
language of Shakefpeare, is faid to * revifit the glymp- 
fes of the moon,” under the appearance of a lady, ar- 
rayed in white. Like greater poets, THomsow has 
laid hold of the fupérftitions of his country, and in that 
circumftance produced the little piece which I have 
fubjoined. I will not enter into aay eulogiym or criti- 
ciim on this produétion, but-only requeft of you to pu- 
blith it; and 1 am confident that a difeerning Public, 
in judging of its merits, while they keep*in view the fi- 
tuation of it’s author, will at leaft allow, that it affords 
no inconfiderable proof of the force of natural ability, 
even though wholly unafhifted by learning and f{eience. | 
have it now in my power to get a great number more 
of THomson’s little poems, forme of which Iniay, per- 
haps, fend you afterwards. Many of them arefuperior. 
to the one now annexed. Some are on light and airy 
fubjects, others are grave and folemn’; but all of them

Sir, I am one of thuse ministérs who have been invited *to 
spend a few Sabbaths at the Circus in Edinburgh, and top 
occasionally in-the country towns and villages. It has been‘ny 
practice in England, for mcre than twenty years, to itindrate 
on the weeks days, ‘as far ay the duties of a settled charge would’ 
admit—a practice not new in the South. Good Mr Henry, 
author of the Commentary,on the Bible, and many other va- 
fuable men, followed the’ same course. My brethren, who 
preceded me at the Circus have, been in the same habits, “ifn 
the tolerant country of England, and under the benign ‘influ- 
ence of the toleration act, we have enjoyed this liberty unmo- 
lesred, except, occasionally, by certain lewd fellows of ‘the 
baser sort, who have been generally excited to per, by 
énvidus men who believed not the truth. But rm was reserved 
for me to find in, Scotland, men, sustaining thé ministerial’ 
character, who'scruple not to brand their brethren ‘ofboth 
countries with the name of Puyrant Teachers, and to insyraate, 
that they are all enemties to the state, beeause they’ présume to. 
preach the gospel co perishing sinners without theit auchority ;° 
though it is now with’an ill grace that they ‘complain ‘of our 
preaching out of doors, when they have, by their fate act, shat 
the doors of al] their churches against all the world but their 
own body.’ Nor is this all.’ ‘Threats have! licen thrown out, 
that, if the good people of Scotland will not regard their high 
admonition ; if hey will still assert their liberty to hear whom 
they please, and to judge ofvreligious matters for themselves; 
and if the good work of instructing poor children, and convert- 
ing poor sinners, shall yet make? aa‘alarming progress,” then 
they will apply to his Majesty for asdstunce. What is this, 
but the avowal of an itention’ to persecute; a resolution to 
solicit the civil power to suppress religious liberty ? 
But Sir, it is the happiness of Britons to enjoy a well-form: 
ed constitution, and to live under a Govérnment, which secure 
tu us our sacred, as well as our civil privileges; and uuder a 
King, who like his Royal Grandfather, will not suffer perse-. 
cution,” and who has graciously declared, “ he will preserve 
the toleration inviolate.” We have therclore nothing to fear 
from this quarter. While we ‘conduct ourselves as peaceable 
subjects, which we hdve hitherto done, aud are engaged to 
do, both by oath and by inclination, we ,rely on the coutinu- 
ance of legal protection, and we will, by the grace of God, 
live down the reproach cast upon us, and by well-doing silence 
our accusers, 
An innocent man cannot but feelindignant, when he finds 
himself, with his fellow-labourers,: thus maligned ; and honest 
resentment might vent itself in terms not very honourable to 
false accusers: But the religion of! the meck and holy Jesus 
forbids us to return evil for evil; andan apostle directs us, 
from the example of an angel disputing with a malignant ene- 
my, not to bring a railing accusation, but to say, * The Lord 
rebuke thee.” 
I conclude with recommending to the gentlemen who have 
brought forward these charges, the wiser conduct of a gene- 
ral assembly mentiqned in the acts of the apostles, who agreed 
to the mild advice of Gamaliel, who said, “ Refrain from 
these men, and let them alone; for if this counsel, or this 
work be of men. it will eome tonought; but if it be of God, 
ye cannot overthrow it; lest haply ye be found even to fight 
even against God.” For myself and my brethren, | beg leave 
to say, “ We depart from this council, r.joicing that we are 
counted worthy to suffer shame for the name of Jesus, and 
determined, wherever we have opportunity, to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ.”
